OFF JURAGUA, Cuba, June In a fight near this point yesterday, in which 1000 Americans 
and probably 2000 Spaniards were engaged and in which Roosevelt’s Rough Riders led, the Ameri- 
cans lost 16 killed. Probably 50 men were wounded, of whom six were officers. 

The bodies of 12 Spaniards were found in the brush after the retreat in front of the American 
fire, but it is believed that the majority of the enemy’s dead were removed, as were also all the 
wounded. 

The enemy was driven back in much confusion, and the purpose of the American advance was 
accomplished. 

American soldiers, as a result, are camped within five miles of Santiago, and all the Spaniards’ 
far outposts have been driven in. 

The fight yesterday began upon the Rough Riders, who, upon their own request, were in the 
lead. They had suffered much before the larger bodies of troops came to their relief. 

The Spanish troops were found by the reconnoitering party felling trees and destroying the road- 
way to hamper the American advance. 

The charge was led by Col. Leonard Wood and Lieutenant-Colonel Roosevelt, each of whom re- 
mained in the front and evidenced great bravery. 

The Spaniards fought from cover, in guerrilla fashion, but after their first fire their bullets did 
little harm. 

The regular troops soon hurried forward and engaged in the fight with the volunteers with great 
gallantry, as is best shown by the losses of the Ist and 10th Cavalry. Later, the 20th Infantry, led 
by Gen. Bates in person, came as a reinforcement, but the enemy had already fled and the fighting 
was done. 

Probably ten of the wounded men will die.

Among the latest is the offer 
of John A. Kaeser of 712 Spruce street to contribute six cases of evaporated cream, 
a delicacy which the soldier boys will appreciate. 

Battery A Relief Association has taken pains to notify all friends of the Battery 
that they should send their contributions via the Post-Dispatch car. 

The boys at Chickamauga have heard of the Post-Dispatch’s plan to make the 
Fourth a day to be remembered always and are on the tip-toe of expectancy. 

Contributors should read the instructions carefully and follow them, in order 
that no mistakes may be made. 

Remember the receiving depot will not be open at the old City Hall until Tues- 
day morning next. 

An old soldier, discussing the Post-Dispatch supply car and its probable con- 
tents, gave some cood advice to contributors. He said: 

. “A good thing t© «id toa soldier’s outfit is a pocket pin cushion and needlegase 
combined. For this you need four round pieces of stiff pasteboard, each two and one- 
half inches in diameter. Cover the four, each one with pretty silk, dark enough not to 


soil easily. Make a pocket on the cover of one piece, with an elastic to draw it tight | 
at the top. This is to hold buttons for trousers and underclothing, half a dozen of 


each kind. Sew the rounds together, two and two, witha sheet of cotton wadding be- 


tween. Now make four flannel leaves, a little smaller than the completed four. Sew | 


the two pin cushions together at the top, fastening the flannel 
leaves between them. Fill the rounds with pins, good _ sized ones, 
and stick the leaves full of needles threaded with strong black and white thread. This ' 
weighs next to nothing and is never in the way. 

“Another useful article is a chamois letter case. For this you need a piece of cha- | 
mois skin measuring fourteen inches by six. Bind the ends with narrow ribbons—dark 
blue or brown. wears best—and fold over to meet in the center, making two pockets. 
Bind the edges with ribbon and fasten ribbons in the center of the back to tie. If the 
casé is lined with oil silk so as to render it waterproof it will be still more serviceable. 

LYou may make a dressing tase, which is a model of compactness and conve- 
nience, of linen crash, lined with oil silk. | 

- “A comb and a simall hair brush, a small spenge of the best quality and a cake of 
soap—one of the three pockets must be divided into two by a double line of stitch- , 
ing, in order to keep these separate—with a tooth brush and an ivory or silver nail | 
cleaner, that is not apt to rust, make up the furnishings of such a case, for which 
room may easily be found in a knapsack, and which adds but little to the appreciable 
weight of the toilette apparatus which it serves to contain. The name of the owner 
should be embroidered in outline stitch in full on the flap which furnishes the case. A 
compact writing case, to hold a pad of paper and a pack of envelopes, may be made 
of black enameled cloth. Line with dark sateen, which wears better than silk, and bind 
with mohair braid. Have the tablet note size, and cut your cloth an inch wider and 
twice as long as the tabict, with three inches extra Tength allowed for an end to fold 
over and fasten. Cover a piece of § skirt canvas with’ sateen’ on 
both sides and lay between the American cloth where it is folded 
over to form the case. This interlining divides the case into two pockets, one for paper 
and the other for envelopes. Put a button and work a buttonhole to fasten. A stylo- | 
graphic pen makes the best finish to this writing outfit, but a well sharpened lead | 
pencil will answer instead, if economy is to be considered. A tobacco bag of chamois 
skin and a briar wood pipe form a welcome gilt to the soldier who smokes—a gift 
for which he can always find room in his pockets, whatever else he may count as 
superfluous. 

“Shoes with waterproof soles are the best thing in the army. For friends in camp,

He Visited All the American Outposts near Santiago 
Thursday. 


ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
DISPATCH BOAT DAUNTLESS, OFF 
JURAGUA, Province of Santiago de 
Cuba, Thursday night, June 23, via Port 
Antonio, Jamaica, Friday, June 4, 7 a m.— 
The Associated Press correspondent ac- 


companied Col. Wagner of Gen. Lawton’s 
Staff, a topographer and a Cuban escort, 
yesterday afternoon, when the advance 
was made in the direction of Santiago, 
ali around the American landing, and 
found a faithful cordon of black, half 
naked, hungry Cubans armed with rifles 
landed by Lieutenant-Commander Dele- 
hanty’s two expeditions, 

Further west one of the outposts who had 
had nothing to eat since 2 o’clock a. m., 
supped with them on raw cocoanuts, The 
Cubans are cheerful and apparently well 
satisfied. These outposts are composed of 
from 6 to 3 men each. 

Furnished with an escort for a recon- 
noissance party to the next post, Col. Wag- 
ner proceeded to —e a, which is 
marked on the military information map 
as a town, but Its really only the ruins 
of a big hacienda, overgrown with oleanders 
and other brilllant tropical flowering plants 
and sheltering the almost naked, sun- 
burned outpost. They cheerfully shared 
their cocoanuts with the Americans. This 
point is four and half miles from Baiquiri 
on the main Santiago road. The character 
of this main road is a revelation to the 
American officers, despite the previous 
reports of its uniform badness. It fs over- 
grown on both sides, and is an impenetrable 
jungle of tropical follage. 

Col. Wagner mapped the road to Dema- 
jaya. Returning he found the 24 Massa- 
chusetts, the 12th Infantry, the 10th Cavalry 
and the 2th Infantry encamped along the 
narrow road in a continuous column from 
the landing place. 


While Col. Wagner was at Jamaguaya, 
Cuban runners brought the news of a skir- 
mish of their forces with the Spanish rear 
guard, who burned Baiquiri before retreat- 
ing at 6 o’clock yesterday morning. The 
Cuban advance, which reached Baiquiri at 
9 a. m., had followed the Spaniards, bring- 
1 them to the bay at Juragua Cita, six 
miles west of Baiquirl. A few volleys were 
exchanged, but as the Spanish had en- 
trenchments the Cubans marked them down 
and left a guard to watch them, returning 
with the news to the American outposts. 

Col. Wagner’s reconnoisance continued 
this morning. Gen, Lawton expects a brush 
with the Spanish near Juragua Cita soon 
after sunrise. It is estimated that it is 
only 15 miles by road from this point to 
Santiago.

THE CHARTER AMENDMENTS 


A Fatal Defect. 
To the Fditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

A study of the proposed charter amen- 
ments reveals one very important defect 
which does not seem to have been clearly 
emphasized by those opposed to their pass- 
age. I refer to the absence of any provision 
made for a place where the special tax bilis 
become payable. Under the present charter 
special tax bills are payable at the Coi-

Under the proposed amendments there is 
no provision of this kind. Street improve- 
ments and sprinkling will be evidenced by 
special tax bills, which will be turned over 
to the numerous contractors who do the 
work. As these special tax bilis will bear 


lien upon the property, contractors with 
money will defer their cullection as long as 
possible. 

Furthermore, what is there to prevent 
contractors from disposing of these special 
tax bills in distant cities and their becom- 
ing scattered from Maine to California? 
The high rate of interest and the high grade 
of the security will be an inducement to 
holders to defer their collection until such 
& time as will best suit their convenience. 
As there is no place named where they be- 
come payable, the property owner in many 
instancés will find it difficult to make set- 
tlements. 

Meanwhile his interest charges will be pil- 
ing up no matter how willing and desirous 
he may be to clear his property of liens 
against it. 

It can readily be seen that the absence of 
any provision of a place where these special] 
tux bills may be payable will seriously 
interfere with the transfer of property and 
Will be far-reaching in its results, This 
defect alone should defeat the amendments.

Why the Streets Are Neglected. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I heartily indorse the article which ap- 

peared in your issue of the 25th ult., on the 
Charter Amendments, signed very appro- 
priately ‘“‘Danger."’ The Charter Amend- 
tnentsS are specious and exceedingly danger- 
ous and misleading and full of law guits. 
Evidently the writer understood the.sub- 
ject matter thoroughly, which the average 
man does not and cannot. It is all Greek 
to him, Good streets is a catchy phrase 
and tay fool innocents and gudgeons. On 
general principies, however, it jis safe to 
oppose and vute against what you don't 
thoroughly understand. 
The domineering tyrannical refusal to rec- 
ognize the merit system, with its 56,000 ad- 
vocates, shuuid be of itself sufficien: to 
defeat the whole scheme—and a deep laid 
plot or scheme it surely is. 

But the additional $850,000 per annum the 
tax payer will have to pay under this new 
System,-with no corresponding benefits, 
should, and when understood, will withont 
doubt, bury the whole maiter out of sight 
forever and ever. 

As shown in those twelve good and suffi- 
cient reasons for the defeat of these Amend- 
ments, the 1000 additionalyemployes will 
mean an annual increase of iat leas: $100,000 
in city expenscs. ‘ 

Sprinkling will aiso be douSled, which will 
mean $150,000 increase annually. 

The increase in of street econsiruc- 
tion, easily 25 per cent over present method, 
basing the limit of construction at $2,500,900, 
as given by Mr. McMath, will mean at least 
$600,000 annually. 

Here then you have, as stated, over $850,000 
increase annually, without taking into con- 
Sideration street cleaning and the joint 
sewer business. These added will make 
the total annual increase to tax payers over 
the present system, at least $1,000,000 to 
$1, 250,000. 

Do tax payers realize what this actually 
means? 

Do they want to DHuild up a machine, in 
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the City Hall to perpetuate itself—more 
powerful, more dangerous, more irresistl- 
ble even than Tammany? What will they 


get in return? Absolutely nothing they can- 
not get under the present system properly 
managed. Is it not best to let well enough 
alone, for the present at least? We want 
good streets and are bound to have them, 
but not at such a cost and by such an 
entire surrender to spoilsmen. A one-eyed 
man can see the purpose in neglecting street 
repairs, this season, 

Better bear those ills we have 
Than fly to those we Know not of.

CONSUMERS MUST PAY 


BEER BREWERS SAY THEY WILL 
NOT YIELD TO THE SA- 
LOON KEEPERS. 


COMPROMISE IS EXPECTED. 


Meanwhile the Foaming Can and 
Overfiowing Glass Grow Smaller 
in Capacity. 


There is more trouble on between the 
faloon keepers and the brewers over the 
payment of the additional war tax on beer. 
For several days, in fact ever since the 
tax went into effect, the saloon keepers 
have been displeased over the attitude of 
the brewers in forcing the payment of the 
tax by the saloon keeper, The latter ar- 
gue that there is a large profit in beer for 
the brewer and that the saloon keepers 
have a hard enough time making both 
ends meet without giving up an even dol- 
lar every time a barrel of beer is bought. 

On the otner hand, the brewer holds 
there is not much profit on beer and that 
the saloon keeper can easily make up the 

\nnoticeabio fraction 
less beer to the glasS\and pitcher of the 
consumer, 

Patrick J. Carmody, ex-president of the 
jAquor Dealers’ Benevolent Association and 
one of the leading saloonkeepers of the city, 
is positive that a gross injustice is being 
done the saloonkeepers by the brewers. He 
s.zes up the situation in this manner: 

“Why should the saloonkeepers pay all 
advanced tax on beer? Annually in 
this country there is made about 35,000,000 
barrels of beer. For this the brewers re- 
ceive delivered about $250,000,000. The cost 
of manufacturing this beer is about §$100,- 
000,000; amount of Government tax about 
$70,000,000. This leaves the brewer about 
$80,000,000 as his profit. Could not the 
brewer stand a part of this new burden 
better than the saloonkeeper? I think he 
could. 

“The putting of this tax upon saloons and 
not on the breweries costs me just about 
$1.50 a day. This means a loss pf #0 a 
month. It is a loss to the St. Louls saloon- 


| keepers of at least $3500 or $4000 every day 
they sell beer. 


‘In Cincinnati the brewers shouldered the 
burden like men and will pay the addition- 


|al tax without a murmur. That is what we 


want the brewers here to do, but so far we 


| have been unsuccessful. I think a commit- 


tee will wait on them in a few days, and 
perhaps an understanding can be reached.”’ 

Phil Hellery, President of the Liquor Deal- 
ers’ Association, expresses himself as be- 
ing hopeful that a compromise can be 
reached between the saloon keepers and 
brewers in a few days. He thinks an agree- 
ment dividing the tax equally between the 


' two would meer with universal approval. 


The atittude of the brewers was explained 
by Mr. William J. Lemp, Jr., Vice-President 
of the Lemp Brewing Co. 

“The brewers,”’ he said, “‘are standing ail 


| the burdens they possibly can without pay- 


ing this additional tax. For every barrel of 
beer we put upon the market we pay the 
$1.85. Prior to the civil war 
there was no tax on beer. At that time a tax 
of $1 was placed upon beer, subject to a 
7\%-cent rebate. Dingley knocked the rebate

| have paid $1 even until now, when another 


dollar is added, with a 15-cent rebate. This 


| $1.85 that we pay means a cash investmen'.

We ship

GREAT CELEBRATION PLANNED. 


Chance for St. Louis Youngsters to 
Show Patriotism by Acting 
as Messengers. 


The citizens’ committee appolnted to give 
St. Louls an appropriate Fourth of July 
celebration has nearly $1000 cash in the 
treasury and the assurance of $1000 more 
from the various St. Louls breweries. The 
contributors are the Forest Park Highlands 
company, the Lindell Railroad Co. and 
Charles Schweickhardt. 

A circular which is being issued by the 
committee in solicitation of funds for the 
celebration states its case as follows: 

“St. Louis has never been backward in its 
loyalty and patriotism, and while many of 


her sons are in active service in response to 
the President’s call, it is right that those 
who are at home should celebrate the na- 
tion’s birthday in a fitting manner.’ 

It is estimated that $15,000 will be needed 
to give a fitting celebration of the day, and 
the success of the patriotic circular so far 
encourages the committee to believe that 
the required amount will be raised imme 
diately. Of the $15,000 two-thirds will he 
spent for fireworks, which the committee 
intends shall be the most elaborate ever 
seen in St. Louis. One of the set pieces 
will be an engagement between the Olym- 
pia of Dewey's fleet and a Spanish man- 
of-war, in which the Spanish ship will burn 
up, while the Olympia will be seen illumin- 
ated and fiying the national colors. 

The committee in charge of the fireworks 
display is composed of Wind, W. T. 
Anderson, Charles: H. Smith, C. P. Wal- 
bridge, George W. Baumhoff and Tom 
Caruthers. Charles Schweickhardt is chair- 
man of the subcommittee on vocal and in- 
strumental music. He will communicate 
with the singing societies with a view to 
having a large chorus to sing patriotic 
airs. 

One hundred boys are wanted by Secre- 
tary Dowd to act as special messengérs 
for the day. Young patriots who will vol- 
unteer are requested to report at once to 
the Mayor’s office, where their names will 
be enrolled and they will be given badges 
denoting their office. 

The subcommittee on games and sports, of 
which Alfred G. Bauer is chairman, re- 
quests all merchants of St. Louis who will 
donate prizes for the field events and con- 
tests to write at once to A. G. Bauer of the 
Bauer Grocer Co. or John R. Williams of 
the Westinghouse Air Brake Co., indicating 
what articles they will donate. 

The committee on programme proposes 
that at sunrise on the Fourth there be a 
salute of 44 guns, and the ringing of all the 
bells in the churches throughout the city.
